yo “A CONFESSION OF MORAL IMBECILITY. 

ein the text of the verdict of the Rennes court-martial is 
found the condemnation of the judges. Capt. Dreyfus was found 
. guilty with excenuating circumstances and a 10-year sentence— 
. paltry. for the crime of which he was accused—was . pro- 
nounced against him. What circunstances can cxtenucte the 
crime of betraying his country’? Are there degrees of treason? 

There can be no other conclusion from the internal evidence 
of the verdict than that the court-martial deliberately com- 
mitted an act of intvstice by declaring Dreyfus guilty. al- 
theugh convinced of his innocence, It was a compromise ver- 
dict. The court apologeticaliy condemned an innocer.t man 
for the purpose of protecting a clique uniformed and 
shoulder-strapped scoundrels, whose safety depended upon the 
conviction of the victim of their conspiracy. In so doing these 
judges o° the Mennes court-martiel convicted themselves of 
moral imbecility. 

The verdict is the more despicable and inexcusable because 
h is in fagran: contempt and defiance of the opinion of the 
highest court in brance. 

The Court of Cassation is the supreme tribunal of the Re- 
public. It was composed of 47 eminent jurists—the most emi- 
nent in France—when it examined the evidence in the Drey- 
fus case, and decided not only that the accused was innocent— 
but to quote its own emphatic words—‘The sentence of 1894 
has no longer any foundati:.n to rest upon.” 

It is needless to review in full the decision of the court. It 
found that the conviction of Dreyfus was based upon changed 
dates, forged und doctored documents, false, fraudulent and 
inadmissible evidence, and that official reports, tending to his 
acguitta!, had-bccen improperly withheld from the court that 
condemned ‘im. 

In brief, the highest court in France, with 47 eminent judges 
Sitting, fully «examined all the testimony in this case,,and after 
@n exhaustiv~ consideratiof® Cecided, not only that Dreyfus 
Was convicted without sufficient proof of his guilt, but that 
the testimony itself proved his innocence. 

Under the technicalities of procedure, the court could not 
directly order the man's release and restoration to his former 
Status in the anny. 

It could only order a new trial, which it manifestly intended 
to be nothing mvure than a torm, an orderly method of undoing 
the mistake, or the crime, of Dreyfus’ conviction, and making 
euch reparation as was still possible to the grievously wronged 
man. As the National Review said at the time: ‘It will be seen 

weading the text of the decision that it leaves nothing to 

e court-martial except to make a formal acknowledgment 
that Dreyfus was not the author of the bordereau, and, there- 
fore, not the betrayer of the documents mentioped therein.’’

Yet ‘this remarkable man already has 
made himself felt to 30,000 :working people, 
to 500 employers and to the stockholders 
back of $75,000,000 in capital, and now has 
in hand operations which, if successful, 
will nearly, if not quite, double those fig- 
ures. He estimates that in less than 10 
vears nearly all the manufactories in Eng- 
land will be running according to the new 
order of things. 

If the Smith scheme works as well in all 
lines of manufacture as it has in the nine or 
ten practical monopo.ies already estabd- 
lished it would be rather difficult to ex- 
aggerate its importance. Described in the 
most “condensed form, the idea is about 
like this: You bring together all the manu- 
facturers l1 some line of production and 
bind them not to below a. certain 
price; you bring together all their work- 
men and bind them not to work for any 
manufacturer who eells below the estab- 
lished price. You hold the manufacturers 
by making their price high enough to give 
them good profits; you hold the workmen 
by giving them a percentage of! that in- 
creased profit. You keep the whole com- 
bination in line by a vigilant committee 
that pounces down on anyone who cuts the 
rates. .Any manufacturer outside of the 
combine must perforce pay the combina- 
tion’s rates to his workmen, or elée those 
workmen will join the combination—and yet 
he can’t afford to pay combine wages unless 
he charges combine prices for his goods; 
so competition is squelched If by any 
ehance the outside manufacturer manages 
to meet these conditions the combine finds 
others ways to make it hot for him. 

That is the plan in the’ main, although 
some of its items have been omitted for 
brevity’s sake. It is a beautiful plan for 
the workman and for the manufacturer. 
The consumer, who usually has to pay 
somewhat higher prices, is not always en- 
thusiastic about it. ; 

The plan differs from the old simon-pure 
trust plan in important details, the chief of 
these being that prices, cannot be raised 
without the consent of the workmen. But 
the workman is not going to. consent to an 
increase in prices, which, although it gives 
him, for example, a 5 per cent increase In 
his day’s wages, reduces the demand for 
the goods to such an extent that the mills 
have to slow down and the workingman has 
to lose 10 per cent of his time. So there is 
a case on record where the workmen actu- 
ally threatened to strike because _ their 
wages were to be increased by a rise in 
price.

FEDERAL AUTHORITY LACKING. 


In Order to Regulate and Control 
Trusts There Must Be Changes in 
Our Fundamental Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—‘‘Ilt is plain that under 
the present conditions, even if we knew 
what was desirable, we could not “adopt 
and carry out any consistent policy in re- 
gard to trusts.’’ 


This is the way Prof. Edmond J. James 
of the University of Chicago, an authority 
On economics, begins a statement he wrote 
for the Post-Dispatch. Continuing, he 
Says: 

“The power of the Federal Government 
cannot reach the difficulty under our pres- 
ent constitution, or, at any-rate, it cannot 
reach it effectively. Nor can any power 
to reach it in any effective way be vested 
in the States without according to them a 
degree of independence and sovereignty 
Over commercial matters, which would go a 
long way to destroy the effectiveness of our 
Federal union. 

“The first step, then, toward any solution 
of this and similar difficulties is to be 
found in the plain and unmistakable vest- 
ing of jurisdiction over the whole matter 
in the Federal] Government. 

“When this has been done, and when the 
most careful investigation has been made 
into all the conditions of the subject; when 
we are sure that we can interfere with no 
danger of doing more harm than good, then 
a comprenensive scheme of public regula- 
tion may be adopted. 

“The first step in the golution of thia 
and similar prob.ems is to amend the Con- 
stitution of the United States in such a way 
that the entire control of the trusts and 
other industria] combinations ehall be put 
into the hands of the Federal Government. 

“There should be sutumitted to the people 
a proposition to amend the elghth section 
of the first article of the Constitution of 
the United States—the one beginning “The 
Congress shal] have power’—by adding after 
the fourth ciause a clause to the following 
effect: ‘To pass uniform laws for the regu- 
lation of trusts and other industrial come 
binations.’ 

‘“Fhis policy will gain for: the country 
that reasonable period for investigation and 
study of the problem which must precede 
any effective or sensible action. It will 
bring to a definite and clear test the ques- 
tion whether t*e people of the Unite? 
States desire to undertake the regulation of 
this subject by positive law instead of leav- 
ing it to the uncontrolled play of economic 
forces, 

“Tt will offer to the thoughtful and re- 
flective citizen an opportunity to work in 
the direction of a continuous and sound so- 
lution of this question without In any sense 
committing himself to the hatr-brained 
schemes of regulation which are so oT 
proposed and might be ruinous if adopted.

“In a note Secretary of State, Dr. Leyds, 
on behalf of the Gévernment of the South 
African Republican, denies the existence 
of suzerainty on the part of Her Majesty's 
Government over the South African Ke- 
public, and he asserts that the preamble of 
the convention of 1881 was in fact repeated 
by the convention of 1884. Her Majesty's 
Government is unable to atimit either of 
these propositions. The preamble of the 
convention of 188] laid down the basis of 
future relation between Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment and the inhabitants of the South 
African Republic. To these inhabitants 
Her Majesty granted internal independence. 
'o herself she reserved the position § of 


Suzerain. Preamble of the 1881 convention 
basis upon which these definitions rested 
remained unchanged. If that preamb!e had 
been repealed not only would the former 
reservation of suzerainty have been §re- 
perenne but also the grant of internal in- 
ependence of the inhabitants of the South 
African Republic. 

“The grant of internal independence and 
reservat.on of suzerainty alike have suvle 
constitutional origin in that preamble. 

“There seems to be no reason for not 
stating formally facts which are admitted 
mn both sides. Failing in agreement on this 
point, Her Majesty's Government will be 
compelled to regard the South African Re- 
public as in conflict with the interests of 
Great Britain, and to advise Her Majesty 
to exercise her right of refusing approvai 
of any treaty arrangement not submitted 
to her before Its conclusion.”’

The weeks’ trace 
in December wheat opened Tuesday, as 
Monday was Labor Day; at that time it 
opened at 7liec, a r-se of 4c over the close 
of Saturday. Since then, although there 
have been small gains in the price of this 
grain, the tendency has been downward, 
the week's trading closing at 7l%\«e.

Realty Values in London. 

A special dispatch to the last Sunday 
Post-Dispatch from London contained the 
interesting information of the sale of the 
South Sea House. within whose walls the 
famous and visionary schame of _ that 
name was developed and conducted nearly 
200 years ago. The sale was of the fee, 
and the old building is to be torn down, to 
be replaced by a modern office structure, 

The site is in Threadneedle street, not 
far from the Bank of England, and the his- 
toric pile of buildings has all this time been 
used for offices by brokers, attorneys and 
others whose business would bring them 
into contact with the financial interests of 
the locality. 

The dimensions of the lot are not at hand, 
but the site had a total of about 7000 square 
feet. The area was probably 70x100 feet.

000.000 per acre. 

The highest price ever pald for land in 
the wor!d was for a small corner in New 
York, which sold some years ago at the 
rate of $14,000,000 per acre.

When Capt. Certer was relieved from 
Guty at Savannah and sen* as an attache to 
London Mr. Westcott told him that he 
would furnish him the money to live in a 
style befitting the office. 

All during the exciting days of the court- 
martial Capt. Carter's extravagance Was 
the most annoying fact which his attorneys 
had to face. 

“Where did Capt. Carter get the money 
he spent?’ asked the prosecution. 

“He got it from Westcott,” replied the 
defense. 

In an indirect way the Westcott family 
bolstered up the defense as much as pos- 
sible. But one very damaging fact was 
that Mr. Westcott refused steadfastly to 
appear before the court-martial or to pre- 
sent his beoks to prove that Carter got his 
large amount of spending money from him. 

He contented himself with not disputing 
anything his son-in-law said as to his be- 
neficence, and, claiming ill-health, sailed for 
Ksurope at a critical juncture 

These are the facts and allegations in the 
Carter case: 

The first suspicion against him arose in 
1889. He had then been at Savannah five 
years. 


Reports by letter and the press reached 


Washington that a “ring” existed and was 
profiting by the Government work in charge 
of Capt. Carter. 

Col. R. P. Hughes, Inspector General, was 
detailed to investigate. 

His report completely exonorated Capt. 
Carter. 

Gen. Casey, then chief of the Engineer 
Corps, caused this report to be widely cir- 
culated, Official confidence tn Capt. Carter 
was renewed, and the Integrity of the con- 
tractors engaged with him was not ques- 
tioned. 

Carter’s work at Savannah was considered 
highly creditable to the Engineer Corps and 
was visited by experts from all over the 
world. 

In July, 1897, Capt. Carter was appointed 
a member of the Nicaragua Canal Commis- 
sion and military attache to the United 
States Embassy at London. 

Capt. Cassius E. Gillette was detailed to 
relieve Capt. Carter. 

Twenty days after Gillette arrived at Sa- 
vannab he apprised Gen. Wilson, chief of 
the engineer corps, of what he believed to 
be Irregularities in Carter’s methods, 

The latter was cabled to return from Lon- 
don at once, and a court-martial followed. 

Capt. Carter’s friends charged that Gil- 
lette Was inspired by personal feeling against 
Carter in making the charges, and cited as 


a proof of it that Gillette said to a witness: 


When I am fighting I fight bard. and any- 
body who stunds in my way ts liab'e to get 
bit; it woukl make no difference if it was 
my best friend, I would hit bim apd burt 
him if I could. 


Capt. Gillette called the attention of the 
Government to an alleged conspiracy en- 
tered into between Capt. Carter and the 
Atlantic Dredging Co. in 1896, when Con- 
gress appropriated $3,300,000 for the Savan- 
nah improvements. 

The Atlantic Dredging Co. is composed 
of Capt. B. D. Greene and E. H. Gaynor, 
friends of Capt. Carter. 

Gillette asserted that every means was 
used to scare off bidders, so that the work 
might fall into the hands of. these men, 
Carter sharing the profits with them. 

Capt. Carter advertised for bids for the 
work tn two divisions. The Government reg- 
ulations suggest that such ddvertisements 
should be allowed to stand 30 days, itn order 
that bidders may have reasonable time to 
figure on such stupendous contracts. 

Capt. Carter advertised only 22 days. 

Prospective bidders who called at his of- 
fice for information were warned that the 
undertaking was exceedingly difficult; that 
a bond of $400,000 would be required and 
that no money would be paid on the con- 
tract inside of a year.

The town is the county seat, is on the 
Great Northern Raliroad, abou: 61 miles 
from San Antonio, of a 48-hours’ ride from 


[st Louis. Only one change is made during 
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the trip. 

New Braunfels is an incorporated city, 
has a Mayor, who is known as the Burgo- 
meister, and a Distr.ct Judge, Teichmuiler, 
said to be the smartest German in the 
State of Texas. Mr. Teichmuller has heid 
the position of District Judge for the last 
24 years. 

There is a large and beautiful natural 
park in New Rraunfels, with a fountain in 
the center, which !{s filled with natural 
springs. The city ts kept very clean. It Is 
paved with brick and {s lighted by electricl- 
ty. Street cars have mot yet been intro- 
duced, the inhabitants having to travel in 
their own veltic.es. 

In this city there are two churches, a 
Roman Catholic and a Lutheran, the lat- 
ter having the largest membership. It also 
contains the prettiest mililinery store in 
Texas, one German school, one big retall

store and waterworks. The buildings are 
American tn architecwre. 

In the school there ts an English teacher, 
and many of the Germans are taught to 
read English, though they never converse 
in that language, but all of them have 
been naturalized. and the men who are of 
age vote at all elections, 

Most of the inhabltants are wealthy, 
having earned thelr money by hard labor. 
They keep to themselves, having only 
moderate communication with other Tex- 
ans. \ 

The farmers are Low Germans, and 
speak a different dialect altogether from 
that of the townfolk. 

There have been no failures among the 
merchants in years and the farmers are all 
prosperous. The principal products are 
corn and cotton. Cattle raising ts the chief 
business feature. 


testimony of experts, about 11 cente per 
equare yard. Allowing 37 per cent profit, 
we have 15 cents per equare yard as a fair 
contract price.

It was also asserted that Capt. Carter 
forced the City of Savannah to sell stone 
to Greene & Gaynor, practically the only 
bidders to be found on short notice, at 
haif price. 

In addition to charge of embezzlement on 
a gigantic scale, Capt. Carter was ac- 
cused of smal] peculations, euch as col- 
lecting a bill of $4 railroad fare for a trip 
which he never made, certifying to incor- 
rect pay rolls, paying excess.ve office rent, 
etc. 

One of the most damaging pleces of evi- 
dence against Capt. Carter was a letter 
written to Capt. Gillette by A. 8S. Cooper, 
who was Carter’s confidential assistant, @ 
short time after Capt. Gillette had report- 


ed irregularities. In that letter Capt, Car- 
ter said: 

Refore you take this step to prosecute, I 
wish you to know what the cynsequence 
wil . Capt. Carter, as you know, Is an 

extremely bright and even brilliant man, 
and is, therefore, a credit to his country 
and also to the engineer corps. He bas 
done a great deal of creditable work ip this 
district. He is also very ambitious, and 
it is this ambition which I fear has 
brought bim into trouble. He has ylelded 
to temptation, and probably allowed the 
contractors (or a particular contractor) to do 
| ip Sachanoe for the influence 
and power to boost him along. If you 
ursue this yt ee you are now mak- 
ng to the end it will undoubtedly coxt 
Capt. Carter bis commission and be a stain 
on the engineer corps, of which you are a 
member. The ouly real wrong d ne, so far 
as the Government is concerned, has been 
to pay the contractor about one-third or 
one-ha!f more for the work than he rightly 
deserved. 


Whether or not there was a consp'racy to 
convict Capt, Carter as Attorney Blair has 
alleged; whether or not Judge Advocate 
Barr had any personal interest in such 
conviction, {t is a fact that he pursued the 
prosecution with unusual vigor and bitter- 
ness. In his speech he said of Capt. Carter: 

When {t fs borne fn mind that the ac- 
cused was graduated witb the highest hon- 
ors at West Point, was brilliant, able, 
jlausible, energetic and an alept almost 
Conon words {pn the art of quibbling, and 
of stating a thing so that ite apparent 
meaning is different from the literal mean- 
ing, it is no wordter that his super’ors bad 
an undue confidence ip him that made it 
possible for him to do daring things with 
official matters, to modify projects, to get 
his brother officers to sign reports studied 
in their artistic vagueness so as to permit 
such modification, and to submit anual 
reports with the enormous increase in brush 
mattresses concealed among a wass of fig- 
ures so voluminous that his 
should not study them out. Alert, 
sensitive, with the reason of a man and 
the intuition of a woman, with an en- 

aging persovality and insinuating manners, 

t is not astonishing that his superiors 
let him do as he pleased in too many re- 
apects: that they did not scrutinize bis pe- 
riods of advertising too closely: that they 
approved specifications that gave {ft into his 
power to Interpret them in such widely 
different ways as to almost force @ con- 
tractor into bankruptey {f bis same was 
Twiggs. or to give him 700 or 8900 per cent 
profit if his ultimate name was Greene. 

Capt. Carter’s attorneys maintained that 
the prosecution had merely presented a 
mass of suspicions, heareay and inexpert 
testimony, all of which proved nothing. 

The evidence, while seemingly strong, 
lacks in coherency and convincing power. 

A layman in going over the testimony and 
lawyeis’ briefs is !mpressed with the fact 
that direct and absolute proof against the 
accused seems to be lacking. 

So much for the prosecution.

| York paper a week ago last Tuesday 
morning, there was an announcement 
that Samue) Sloan Chauncey had. died at 
Colorado Springs, Colo., in the 39th year of 
his age. oe ee 
It was a plain, ordinary announcement 


and meant but little except to the imme-, 


Giate friends and acquaintances of -Mr.: 
Chauncey, those that had known him well 
in life and were grieved at hig death. 
world at large knew little of Mr. Chauncey: 

The world of finance knew him falriy: 
well, for h° was a prominent member of 
the New York Stock Exchange. The world 
of society sought to know him better, but 
he steadfastly refused to be a society,man, 
although hia wife might easily have made 
him a social success. By his marriage he 
had removed her from social circles, and it 
is quite possible society never forgave him 
for it, for in a single season, East and 
West, she had charmed everyone by her 
presence and surpassing beauty. In that 
one season she had won for herself the 
title of the most beautiful woman tin the 
land, and wherever she went it was freely 
acknowledged. 

To-day she is unquestionably the most 
beautiful widow in the world, for during 
the five years of her married life she has 
become more distinguished, more cultured, 
more fascinating than ehe was when Mr. 
Chauncey, envied of all his fellowmen, led 
her to the altar. 

Then she was poor and struggling. Now 
she is the poeseesor of a fortune of at least 
a miijlion and a half, and young enough to 
have the fullness of her life before her. 
The etory of her obscured childhood, the 
romance of her marriage to the wealthy 
New Yorker, and the almost trag-c shade 
cast over her wedded life, will how ‘well 
bear the telling. 

It was in the little Hoosier town of Leav- 
enworth. Ind., that Alice Loulse Gafr, the 
future Mrs. Chauncey, was born % years 
ago. It was in the humbleat surround. 
ings that she first saw the light, ahd there 
Wes ho promise then of the great success 
that was to come. Her father, 
Montgomery Carr, was a poor man, his liv- 
ing depending upon political preferment, 
and although he held some office or other 


during all the time the Republican party. 


was in power In the land, it was-always In 
some small place, and with not enough 
definite insurance of continuity to make 
his life easy. 

There was little attraction in Leaven- 
worth itself, a queer community in the 
gouthern part of Indiana, which gained 
Jasting notoriety as being the first place 
in which a “whitecap”’ organization was 
effected. Hundreds of wife beaters and 
other offenders against the sentiments of 
the people were publicly whipped in Leav- 
enworth, and it was among suoh scenes as 
these that Alice Carr passed her first few 
years. 

When the father obtained an appo'-ntment 
as pension agent at Louisville the family 
moved to that city. Two other children

pretensions to good looks, but Alice was 
the beauty of the family, even as a chiid.

_plery Alice recgéived.a common school educa- 
tlon.and that was all the advantage she 
ever enjoyed in her girlheod: Her aéssocia- 
tions were not of the class of society to 


+ whiehher beauty. might then have gained 


her. entrance, ° as’ it did afterward. While 
she was yet at schoo! her father. died, ‘and 


the widow, left’ with three ohildren fo rear, 


found hergelf with no posséssion beyond 
an fnsurdfice of $8000 on her husband's life. 
It. was impossible for her‘to remain in Lou- 
isville, so she returned to Leavenworth, and 
there began the struggle of life anew. It 
was a brave fight she made, and when the 
£s0n was old enough he was sent away to 
‘a military school] in the South. He was the 
pet of the family and all the others denied 
themselves all they could in order that his 
education should be complete. 

It was while they were in Leavenworth 
that Alice’s beauty, now developing, at- 
tracted the attention of Dr..George Griffith, 
a leading physician of Loulsville and one of 
its most prominent citizens. Dr, Griffith 
had known. her father, and when he learned 
the identity*of the young beauty he hap- 
pened to. see while. in Leavenworth he im- 
mediately became interested in her. This 
was the beginning of a-bright light in her 
life. She was invited to visit Dr. Griffith's 
daughters at their home in Louisville. 

It was no easy matter for her to accept, 
for the Misses Griffith -were fashionables, 
and in the natural order of events ‘there 
were few fancy dresses in Alice Carr’s poss 
session. But her mother’s wit helped her 
out. The mother relied upon the daughter's 
beauty to carry her through, and prepared 
for her the*simplest dresses she could de- 
vise. It was a happy thought, for in her 
plain white frocks she was eminently more 
beautiful and attractive than she could 
have been in the creations of the most 
fashionable. dressmakers. 

The first visit was followed by others, and 

the Misses Griffith treated Alice Carr al- 
most.as a sister. She was made to be at 
home in the Griffith family, and wherever 
the daughters. of.the family went she was 
sure to be their companion. 
It was her first taste of a new, strange 
plife,,but she took it innocently and demure- 
Jy. Beneath her exceeding -beauty thero 
Was @ strong common sense, and she easily 
kept her head above the torrent into which 
she was suddenly plunged. Her ex- 
quisite face and figure attracted univeréal 
attention wherever she went, but it was not 
until she was formally introduced into 
Loulkville society, through the efforts of the 
Misses Griffith,.that her success was com. 
plete and the fahie’of*her beauty spread 
through the land. 


From the night of that affair this young 
woman wes the m@st talked of in 
Western, society, and it was not long be- 
fore the Bast heard of her. She was be- 
sieged by sultors, all the young men of 
Louisville, wieh any pretevsions to wealth 
or position, lay sfegé to ‘he heart. 

Thev all found ber complaisant, If not 
cold. She ha@d@. ming of; ter ewn; and it 
was not her tntentfon to wed them. <A! 
that came to her were waved away. and she 
went on her happy. mannér, free and con- 
tented and beautiful. Her simplicity was 
unmarred by her success, and if she ap- 
preciated her own beauty, there was noth- 
ing in her actions to indicate it. She con- 
tinued to be a foster member of the Griffith 
family, an@ her visits to the doctor’s home 
were frequent and prolonged. 

She was so seldom at homein Leavenworth 
in those days that her mother decided io 
remove from that place to Louisville, and

Alice Carr had lavished all her maidenly, 
affection'on her brother, and she suffered 
more from thé loss. than did any other 
mémber of the little family. She was incon- 
solalle over his death, and her grief was so 
prolonged that she was threatened with 
séridus illness. ‘Dr. Grfffith insisted that 
she must go away for a time,‘and with a 
change of scene, seek to forget her loss. 
With all her beauty, she was not the girl 
to forsake her mother and sister at such a 
time, and it was only after-long urging that 


' ghe ‘consented to go away, to accompany 


Dr. Griffith's daugiters to St. Augustine, 
Fia., where the fashionable season was 


‘then at its height. 


It was to her a scene of new conquest, far 
different as her ideas may have been when 
she left Louisville. It was there that she 
met Samuel Sloan Chauncey, who was seck- 
ing rest and relaxation on the Florida coast. 
There is no chronicler of their first meeting 
or the progress of thelr love making. It Is 
quite sure that Mr. Chauncey did not win 
her at the first essay, for when she re- 
turned to Loulsvilie she was apparently as 
heart free as she was when she went away. 
But there had been some change in her. for 
the trip had brought back her former 
sprightliness, and there was no trace of the 
grief that had borne her down at the time 
of her brother’s death. 

When Dr. Griffith sugested that she 
should accompany his daughters to New- 
port and Narragansett Pier that summer 
of 1893 she assented readily. Perhaps she 
was well aware that she should again meet 
Mr. Chauncey there. Be that as it may. 
she did meet him at Newport, and when she 
went back to Louisville she had promised 
to become his wife. Chauncey had won 
the prize of the season, for both at St. 
Augustine and at Newport her beauty had 
been undenied. She was conceded to be 
the handsomest woman in the land, and just 
as Mr. Chauncey was the envied of men, 
she was the envied of all the women with 
whom she came in contact. She was easily 
the most beautiful woman in the land. 
If Alice Carr could have had her own 
‘way her wedding in Loulsville would have 
been a simple affair, in keeping with her 
early life. But her friends insisted other- 
wise, and she was married to Mr. Chauncey 


‘in Christ Church, the Episcopal Cathedral 


of Louisville, by the Rev. Charles E. Craik. 
It was.a brilliant affair, and the bride was 
more radiantly beautiful than ever before. 
The day of her wedding was Jan. 11. 18S. 

- The new y wedded couple went to live in 
a@ sumptuous residence at 140 Jora.emon 
street, Brooklyn, N. Y., and it looked as 
if thelr happiness was. assured. Every 
one who. knew the bride phophesied she 
would be the star of the New York season, 
and that She would carry all before her. 
But the shade of a tragedy was over her. 
Within a few months after his marriage, 
Mr. Chauncey developed symptoms of con- 
sumption. He fought against the dread 
disease, and his youngjand beautiful wife 
helped him in the strtiggle. Society had 
no charms for her, and she foréswore all 
its attractions and frivolities. She was as 
good as she was beautiful. All of her time 
was devoted to her husband. and there 
was no thought of further conquest by her 
beauty. A daughter was born to her and 
the family was complete. 

Mr. Chauncey was independently wealthy, 
and there was no necessity for him to be 
tied down by his business affairs. While 
retaining his membership in the Stock Ex- 
change he traveled extensively in search of 
health. His beautiful wife accompanied 
him everywhere and was his devoted at- 
tendant. Wherever they went Her beauty 
and fascinating manners won for her many

friends and she was widely popular. 

There was never any marked improve- 
ment in Mr. Chauncey’s - cohdition,. and 
after searching éverywhere for relief. he 
finally went to Colorado, Where he died, 
his wife at his side, She was devoted to 
him to the last. 

The body was taken back to Brooklyn for 
interment, and now rests in the mauso- 
leum of the Chauncey family, in Green- 
wood Cemetery. It ts impossible to estl- 
mate the exact extent of the beautiful 
widow’s fortune, but {t surely runs up into 
the millions. Only a few years ago a syn- 
dicate of wealthy men, including Col Joel 
B. Erhardt, Collector of the Port of New 
York; Cornellus N. Bliss, who was in Presi- 
dent McKinley’s Cabinet, and ex-Gov. Levi 
P. Morton of New York, formed a. syndl- 


cate to purchase a part of an estate owned 
by the Chaunceys, at. Greenburg, N. Y., 
and it ls known that*»more than a quarter 
of a milion dolars.was paid for a-.part 
of what they desired, While Mr. Chauncey 
was unable to tak@ any active part in the 
business of thé firm in which he and his 
bro:her were associated, he was always 
continued as a partner, and-it is estimated 
that his profits since last January amount 
to not less than $100,000. 

It is plain, therefore, that the most beau- 
tiful widow In the world, who only a few 
years ago was the poor Hoosier beauty, 
need never lack ready money. She has 
good looks, high social position and wealth. 
It remains to be seen whether room has 
been left in her heart for another affec- 
tion.

TT" sweetest love tale in American history 
is that of Priscilla Mullins—the Puritan 
maiden. Myles Standish, a stern old sol- 
dier man, who had no fear of the deadly peril 
of war, was afraid to speak his love to this slip 
of a girl and got John Alden to go and woo her 
for him. The. result was that she advised John 
to speak for himself, and John married her. This 
is the story written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch.

LYMOUTH in the year 1621 was not 
Pp particularly desirable as & place 
of residence. The savage, who 
abounded on every hand, was picturesque, 
but unpleasant as a ne'ghbor.

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AMBERGRIS. WORTH MORE THAN GOLD, FOUND FLOATING acme SEA 


HE seafarer who can pick up a piece 
of ambergris floating around loose 
need look no farther for fortune. 

That good dame has hit him ‘fairly in both 

pockets and has gone considerably out of 

her way to do it. . 
Ambergris is a mysterious commodity. It 

is an accident in creation and Very rare, 

It is also useful to man. 

Altogether these give it @ remarkable 
value. 

It is worth more than gold, according to 
weight—something like $300 per pound. 

Gold at $16 per ounce is worth $266 per 
pound, avoirdupols. 

Frank Norris, in his novel, “Moran of 
the Lady Letty,” availed himself of the 
romantic aspect of ambergrtis and made it 
the feature of the book, so far as treasure 
went—and treasure played an important 
part therein, as it indubitably must In ev- 
ery well-regulated story of adventure on 
sea or land.

Caar of Rusela is suffering from 
aphasia. There is not one chance in 
a hundred that he can be cured. 
jans have hitherto looked upon apha- 
sia ab & Mental malady, incurable save by 
a severe surgical operation, and that is 
effective only in rare cases. 

Aphasia is the Greek word for speechless- 
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ness. 

Technically it is defined as the inpairment 
er abolition of the faculty of using and 
understanding language written or spoken 
independently of any failure of the intellec- 
tual process or any disease or paralysis of 
the vocal organs. 

The trouble is all in the brain itself. 
Gometimes the aphasia is complete, some- 
times only partial. Physicians group its 
different degrees under various heads. 

Thus sensory aphasia is the name they 
give to its severer aspect, when the pa- 
tient can neither read nor speak intelii- 
gently. He is then said to be both word 
blind and word deaf. He is not deaf to 
sounds, he is not blind to written charac- 
ters, but he no longer associates them with

He can- 

not read what he has just written, nor can 

he write from copy. His own name, that 

has been well impressed upon his motor cen- 

ters, he usually writes very well, but he 

cannot read it. The disease here, then, is 

in the loss of the memory for the visual 

‘Word signs; the patient is not blind, Dut 

word blind. 

The exact converse of this condition is 
known as agraphia. Here the patient can 
speak, can read manuscript or print, but 
he cannot write. He takes the pen in hand 
to write a word, knows what he ought to 
write, how it would look if written, but he 
cannot write it. He has lost the memory 
of the movements necessary to form the 
letters. The association between the move- 
ments made in writing and the word has 
been lost. He is not word blind or word 
Geaf, but the motor word ionse is defec- 
tive.

It was not until ehe waa ‘discovered”’ 
by Miss Grace Catlow, a weatthy young 
woman of Cincinnati, that the world knew 
of her existence. Now, at the age of 20 
years, shé,is ambitious to leave her moun- 
tain Soman shine in a wider field. The 
probabilities are that she will locate either 
in St. Louis or Cincinnati. 

This girl, with the soul of a poet, with 
never a day’s instruction in the technique 
of her art, won the first prize in a poster 
contest at Chattanooga, Tenn., and opened 
the eyes of a hundred Southern artists to 
the beauties that ile in the hand of nature. 

Her work was typical of the scenes 
among which she Hyes.

Last year, through Miss Catlow’s influ- 
ence, Miss Bell was induced to compete for 
the prize offered by the Chattanooga Art 
Students’ League for the best individual 
display of poster work.

She 
had never seen an art studio, other than 
that which she had established in her own 
mounta’n home, equipped with a few water 
colors and brushes, a pen or two, common 
black ink and manila paper.

Miss Bell was born fn Indiana In 1879. Of 
herself she says in a letter to a St. Louis 
friend: 

My father’s people came from the Ten- 
nessee mountains originally. My mother’s 
family was the familly of an Indiana farm- 
er. All my life I have been more or less 
an invalid, so it bas come about that, 
though both parents are teachers of county 
schools, I have but such a scrappy educa- 
tion as could be picked up wherever I could 
get my hands on a book or magazine. 

In 1890 we came from Indiana south to 
this mountain countrys. I have gone te 
ehool, it may be, two or three years all 
together, but most of my life has been 
passed idling in the loneliness of all out- 
doors. As to drawing, I have been taught 
something by a Chattanooga artist, who had 
studied under William Chase, and some- 
thing I have learned by exhibiting with the 
Chattanooga Art Student's League— an as- 
sociation which is not nearly so large as its

length in the world. It is 120 miles Iong, 
and has six stockholders. Texas law re- 
quires that many directors, and a director 
must own stock. So I sold five men a 
share apiece, and I own the rest. The 
stock of the road is $250,000, and we never 
liesued any bonds. We put up the money. 
The cost of the line was about $2,500,000. It 
pays 11 per cent on that amount. We 
bought a little feeder of the Houston & 
Texas Central when that road was re- 
organized—my mother and I had some in- 
vestment in it—and put up the money to 
put it on a first-class basis. This we called 
the Texas Midland. We gave the foiks 
along the line the best there was, and they, 
in turn, gave us their business. Now| we 
have all we can do. 

“The line extends from Paris to Ennis. 
We run three dining cars a day, and they 
make money, though we sell meals for 5 
cents less than other roads. The Santa Fe 
boasts of the money it loses on its dinners

We have a club house on Sport Iel- 
and and can accommodate 125 persons, and 
yet there are seldom more than 12 or 2 
there ata time. Every man has his separ- 
ate apartment. Our membership is scat- 
tered all over the country.

are in Chicago, Cincinnati, Kansaa City 
and all over the nation. I have seen as 
many as 17 private cars in Rockport, the 
railway station, awaiting transfer to the 
club, at one time. The club was opened 
Oct. 15, 1898, and is a great resort. The 
fishing there cannot be equaled anywhere.” 

Mr. Creen was 30 years old last month, He 
is a décided blonde, with a pink complexion, 
a smooth, round face and a continuous 
smile.

Immediately after he left college he asked 
for a vacation of three months before he 
settled down to business. His mother 
gave him $12,000. He returned at the end 
of 12 weeks with 62 cents.

REAMS are as yet a mystery. No 
[) man knows by what process of the 
brain they are produced. 

The brain and the forces it exerts are yet 
to be understood. A few years ago men of 
science supposed that they had discovered 
from which portions of the brain certain 
influences were exerted. But recent dis- 
coveries have almost wiped out those theor- 
les. 

Investigators had pointed out a certain 
spot over the temple, for instance, and de- 
clared that beneath it was that portion of 
the brain which, if rendered useless, would 


the Subconsciousness. 


word I should say is simply a name for 
a vast, concealed something of which we 
know absolutely nothing. 

It is fair to assume that ordinary dreams 
are vagaries of the mind, when it is: not 
pinned down to actualities by the sights, 
sounds and duties of everyday life, and is 
at the same time stimulated by recollec- 
tions, or by the sounds or sensations of the 
moment. Rut even when awake, if one 
separates himeelf from his surroundings 
dreams may be produced—day dreams, If 
one lies down in a quiet place, making the 
mind as empty as possible, the day dreamg 
are almost sure to enter into the vacancy. 

For instance, on such an occasion I be- 
gan to dream of the sugar bush, where I 
made sirgar as a boy. hen I thought of 
Hernando Cortez, who conquered Mexico; 
then of the Egyptian pyramids; then of He- 
rodotus; then of the Cape of Good Houe, 
and then of the discovery of America. It 
wae a perfect dream, with all the incon-

Some- 
times the conviction is plain. Again the 
thread of conviction is so fine that it is 
impossible to detect it. But doubtless it 
exists. 

The same uncertainty exists regarding 
dreams which are called prophetic, Of course 


all sensible men reject the superstition that 
dreams have meanings; that, for instance, 
a dream of death foretells a marriage, or 
that a dream of a snake is a warning 
against treachery; but it is not safe to say 
that warnings are always absent from 
dreams. That is another of the mysteries. 

Calphurnia, for instance, is sa'd to have 
had a dream warning her of Cesar’s death. 
The Bibie :s full of premonitory_ dreams. 
There are also some authenticated dreams 
of more recent origin. such as the ‘‘Nim- 
blefoot Mystery’’ of 1870. 

In that year Walter Craig of Bakarat, 
Australia, dreamed that his horse Nimble- 
foot would win the Melbourne Cup and 
that the jockey would wear crape on his 
arm. Sure enough, Cra‘g died soon_after, 
and Nimblefoot won the Hotham Stakes, 
with his jockey in mourning. This drew 
public attention to the story and much 
speculation was indulged in as to his 
chances in the Melbourne. But Nimblefoot 
won that also, and so the dream of pro- 
phecy was fulfilled. ‘ 

In 1895 Aurania won the same cup, after

Mrs. Henry Lincoln, a Dublin lady, 
dreamed twice that a friend was dead. In 
the morning she awoke to learn that the 
dream was a reality. 

Mrs. W. A. Hobbs, wife of a missionary 
at Beerbhoom, India, dreamed that her 
son choked to death at school in England. 
She told her dream, and noted the day and 
hour. Some weeks later she learned that 
he was choked, but that the meat had 
passed down his throat just in time to save 
his life. At that moment the boy was 
thinking, “What will mother do when she 
hears I’m dead!’’ 

A. G. Sparrow of Derwent Square, Liver- 
pool, dreamed that his son broke his hand 
while playing cricket at boarding school, 
and the dream was verified. 

A. A. Ashby of Croydon had a dream 
vision of his son at sea under peculiar cir- 
cumstances which afterward proved to 
have been real. 

These are only a few cases out of many. 
Perhaps, however, the most _perfectiy 
authenticated case was that published some 
time ago in the private journal of the So-

Miss Mary Luke, who had a dream in 
which she saw a friend in conversation 
with another man in Albuquerque, N. M., 
and heard their talk.

This dream is pretty well authenticated, 
and the authenticity of Mr. Morse’s dream 
is perfect.

The trouble with most 
of them is that they are not narrated un- 
til after the event had happened, and the 
dreamers are quite likely to mix actual 
facts with their dream impressions. 

Historical dreams have probably been 
added to by succeeding narrators. Many 
of them also might have been accounted 
for on ordinary grounds had they been 
properly investigated at the time. As a 
general thing accounts of dreams cannot 
be entirely depended upon unless’ they 
have been described in writing before the 
occurrence of the event which they were 
supposed to foretell.

Philadelphiane of the generation that ts 
now passing away will remember the story 
of the beautiful Harriet Ely, daughter ofa 
Presbyterian clergyman of that city.

Petersburg. 


Thirty-five years ago Harriet Ely was one 
of the most beautiful girls in Philadelphia. 
She was born to comparative wealth and 
high social position, and was surrounded 
by the best of home influences until] she 
was 18. Then her marvelous beauty proved 
a fatal fascination for the men whom she 
encountered, and she passed from. the 
straight and narrow path. It was not long 
before her conduct became so reprehensible 
that she had to leave home. 


Her father abandoned his pulpit in humil- 
lation, and the family retired from social 
life to hiije ita shame. 


The beautiful young woman had left a 
note to her parents, saying that she would 
never return. She went with a schoolmate 
to Parkersburg, W. Va., but it was not long 
before she returned to Philadelphia and be- 
came the wife of Joseph Blatchford. When 
he had been ruined by the extravagances 
of his wife he left without the formality of 
obtaining a divorce.

FARMING BY WIRE. 


UXLEY stated that ovr vital force 
H is the transformed energy of Iinor- 
ganic matter absorbed by plants, 
which within ourselves becomes muscular 
strength and brain tissue, 

If the power of living things depends 
upon latest forces In matter, then perhaps 
these forces may be able to affect an or- 
ganism in their turn—possibly mold its 
future growth if applied in time or exer- 
cise a marked effect upon its development. 

A remarkable experiment has been tried 
with an egg which was being hatched. It 
was found that an electric current of suf- 
ficient strength to kill the fowl did not 
destroy the vitality of the germ in the 
egg. But the chicken wiien hatched was 
of abnormal shape and monstrous in ap- 
pearance These facts prove that the or- 
ganization of a growing thing Is influenced 
by the impress of a force upon it before it 
reaches maturity. 

The Massachusetts Agricultural College 
has proved that electricity stimulates the 
growth of plants. Mr. Asa 5. Kinney has 
made experiments for three or ‘four years. 
They prove that a seed planted in the 
ground does not grow as quickly as one 
rushed in its development by electricity. 

Two lots of 12 groups, each of 112 seeds, 
were soaked in water and placed into cyiin- 
drical glass vessels open at each end. The 
receptacies had dipping Into them copper 
disks to which a current was applied. The 
seeds were kept at a temperature of from 


45 to 3 deg 
The reef treated electrically grew 98 
ker than those treated In the 


per cent 
regular manner. A great percentage of 
seeds used in farming are wasted, as & 
rule, and no effort Is made to save them. 
They rot o1 dry up. By the above process 
germination Is started befurehand, thus ime- 
creasing the chances of growth.

The St. Louis man is the equal of the book heroes in this— 
he achieves results. In the cant of the criminals, which he 
knows as well as any thief, he “delivers the goods.” 

He does not make the remarkable deductions that have 
made “Sherlock Holmes” famous, nor does he have recourse 
to the brilliant und audacious methods that make Poe's de- 
tective genius. He does not attempt to tell the age and 
previous condition of servitude of a man’s office boy by the 
style of polish on the forme?’s boots. Nor would he venture 
te nume the complexion «of a murderer from the degree of 
dilation or coatraction of the pupils of the victim’s eyes. He 
does not theorize on precedents, but simply labors to con- 
nect euch facts as are apparent and then he patiently works 
out the clew. 

The greatest difference between the St. Louis man and the 
other two is that the former actually exists and has had the 
expericnces that are to be related in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch. 

These stories will be true detective stories, told with the 
sine'e view of telling the public how a real detective of to- 
Gay (and a goed one) works. 

This man is close to the top of one of the big private 
detective agencies, You have probably seen him on the 
street. It is to be hoped so, for the Post-Dispatch is unable 
to present a picture of him, as it would be injudicious for a 
man of his calling who is required to keep his identity 
buried, to publish his face to the world. 

Even if you heve seen him on the street you probably did 
Met turn to look after him after he passed or wonder 
where you had seen his face before. The mogt remarkable 
thing about this detective's personal appearance Is that it is 
not remarkable at all. He is neither short nor tall; he is neither 
stout nor sli:tn; his dress is not shabby nor stylish; his hats 
are neither modish nor are they noticeably behind the times; 
he wears a beard or goes smooth shaven, as the seasons 
dictate for comfort, and he looks about the same with or 
without the hirsute adornment. 

His education is varied. He is a college graduate, he is an 
M. D., he has been admitted to the bar and he has traveled 
the world. He is an archaeologist and possesses a valuable 
collection of rare books and manuscripts. He is something 
of a theologian. It is also a fact, probably at variance with 
some others fust related, that this remarkable man is an en- 
thusiastic lover of the game of baseball. He is 50 years old 
and has a large family. He has been a detective 20 years. 
He is enamored of his calling and proposes to follow it so long 
as his detective abilities remain with him. 

He is, as may easily be believed from the statement of his 
education, travels and his business for the past 20 years, an 
excellent entertainer when he desires to talk, and he is, more- 
over, a delightful story teller. He has risked his life in the 
pursuit of his calling and has many times.been close enough 
to death to thrill the listener in the telling of these incidents. 

This detective has told to the Sunday Post-Dispatch how 
he solved certain mysteries of crime after the problems were 
given up by the municipal detectives. Certain conditions 
were imposed on the publication of these stories to respect 
the confidence of his clients, which require some slight devia- 
tions trom the facts in the matter of names and dates. Other- 
wise the storics will be presented in the Post-Dispatch just as 
related by the detective.

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walk back to the express car and ask the messenger to open 
the door for the robbers, 

While four vf the robbers attended to this part of the 
plan, the other two patrolled the train on opposite sides, fir- 
ing their pistols to intimidate the passenger and train's crew. 
The express messenger demurred about opening his car, but 
obeyed the order when the robbers threatened to blow up the 
car with dynamite. Two of the robbers climbed into the car 
and forced the messenger to open the money safe. They se- 
cured several packages which, according to the labels, con- 
tained in the aggregate $50,000. Th bbers departed with 
their booty. The conductor of the train \@elegraphed the police 
of St. Louis and of East 8t. Louis, givi the facts as stated 
here. The East St. Louis Police DepartMent sent a squad of 
officers to the scene of the robbery in a patrol wagon. Among 
other things observed by the officers en route was a two- 
seated covered vehicle drawn by a gray horse. There were 
three men in the vehicle. The police did not stop the vehicle 
or pay close attention to the men in it. They later gave a 
meager description of the men in the vehicle. The railroad 
officials informed the detective that the packages secured by 
the robbers were dummy parcels ,containing nothing of value. 
These packages had been placed in the safe several days be- 
fore the robbery to be carried there continually. The money 
was crrried in a safe which was always concealed under 
express pacakges, 

A letter had been received by a St. Louls newspaper, a fac- 
simile of which is produced herewith. Another letter dated 
and mailed at Litchfield, LIL, was written in the same chirog- 
raphy and bore the same signature. It gave the list of 
packages secured by the train robbers and listed the sup- 
posed contents accurately. 

Dr. Peters took personal charge of the case. His first 
work was to interview all the members of the train crew 
individually. The main facts were corroborated by all and 
the engineer added a new piece of information to that already 
obtained. He stated that when he left his engine at the 
command of the robbers he feared that the injector on the 
engine needed immediate attention. He asked permission of 
the robbers to return to the engine and attend to the injector. 
One of the robbers replied: “I'll attend to that,” and returned 
to the engine while the other robbers and the engineer and 
fireman proceeded to the express car, aS narrated by the others, 
The fireman recalled this incident when questioned about it, 
and said that he had forgotten it until the detective mentioned 
the engineer’s story. 

The detective questioned the engineer closely and learned 
that the robber who attended to the injector was, from the 
knowledge thus displayed, familiar with the workings of a lo- 
comotive. Aside from this fact there was nothing to indicale 
the probable calling of any of the robbers. There was a 
vague clew, then that one of the robbers knew something 
about a locomotive. The only other clew was the fact that 
three men were seen driving toward Bast St. Louis from the 
direction of Forest Lawn shortly after the robbery was com- 
mitted. These men were in a two-seated vehicle drawn by a 
gray horse. 

Dr. Peters assigned several men to trace the vehicle drawn 
by the gray horse and he went to work on the other clew. 

“Trace the gvay horse” sounds easy, but it wasn’t. The men 
on that clew worked day after day before achieving any re- 
sult of value. They first went over the road from. Forest 
Lawn to East St. Louis and inquired of every person living 
on that road for information about the vehicle and its oc- 
cupants. No two descriptions tallied in detail. A toll-taker 
on the bridge stated positively that a two-seated vehicle 
occupied by three men and drawn by @ gray horse crossed 
the bridge from east to west about 10 p. m. and entered Bt. 
Louls. He couid not describe the men. The horse seemed 
tired. He was foam-covered and panting. 4 
A liveryman informed them that the vehicle in question 
was hired about noon on Apri] 2 by two men, The men were 
strangers to him. They said they were going into Ililnois on 
@ fishing trip and did not expect to return until late at 
night, and possibly would not return until the next day. 
They paid«without question the rental demanded and took 
feed for the horse for 24 hours. Sheehan said the two men 
were of medium height and he believed one wore a mustache. 
They were dressed in the garb of workingmen. He could not 
desurihbe them further. The vehicle was returned to the 
stable about 11 o'clock on the night of the 2d by one man. 
This man, aceording to the night watchman at the stable, 
wore a mustache. The horse had been hard driven and the 
man explained that he and his companions—he did not say 
how many—had hastened in for fear of rain, which was im- 
pending. 

No trace of another rig answering the description of the 
one that crossed the bridge was found, and it seemed proba- 
ble that Sheehan's vehicle was the one seen on the road 
from Forest Lawn and the three men in it were of the band of 
robbers. ‘ 

The Doctors assistants reported back to him and were 
released from further search. 

The Doctor had one tangible fact in his possession—the rob- 
bers probably started on their raid from St. Louis. He rea- 
goned that men in a great many trades might know how 
to operate the injector on a locomotive, However, he had to 
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search for the robbers, and he decided to begin with that 
class of men, the greatest percentage of whom were familiar 
with the mechanism of a locomotive injector; that Is, railroad 
men. The hypothetical case on which the detective chose 
to begin work on was, then, the robbery was committed by 
six men, one of whom was a railroad man and three of 
whom started from St. Louis on the night of the robbery, 

The handwriting in the letters to the St. Louis police was 
known to be that of one of the robbers, which fact afforded 
an excellent test to be used in investigating any suspects 
that might be discovered in investigating the hypothetical 
case. 

The first test to subject the hypothetical case to was this: 
Was it possible for any St. Louis railroad man, considering 
his hours of employment, etc., to have been at Forest Lawn 
at the time o? the robbery? 

Of ccurse there were numbers of railroad men out of em- 
ployment at the time of the robbery, any one of whom could 
have been there. As between this class and those employed 
the detective chose to investigate the latter first, since they 
could be looked up more easily. 

He secured from the various petty foremen of one of the 
big railroad systems centering in St. Louis the names and 
records of all the men employed on trains or in the switch- 
ing yards whu were not at work on the night of the robbery. 
There were upwards of 60, for a great number of men were 
employed during the day only. Beginning with the man whose 
name appeared first on the payroll the detective made dili- 
gent inquiries about the whereabouts of each on the night 
of April 2. Nothing suspicious was learned about the con- 
duct of any one of them on that particular night. And all 
were at work and had worked regularly subsequent to the 
night of the robbery, with one exception. The exception was 
@ switchman named White. White did not report for work 
on the night of April 2 and.was not seen by the foreman 
nor his crew after that night until three days later, when 
he said he was sick, and gave up his job, 

No itnportance was attached to these circumstances by the 
detective, ‘but under his system of thorough investigation 
they merited further investigations. 

The detective learned by inquiring of White's fellow-work- 
men that his first name was John and that his relatives lived 
in an Illinois town, which will be called Ogden in this story. 
The only sample of White's handwriting obtainable was a 
tracing of his signature on the last payroll, which con- 
sisted of the surname only. This was a poor sample to be 
used in a cormparison that might place suspicion of so 
serious a crime as train robbery on a man, and the detective 
decided to pursue his investigations along another Ine before 
making the comparison. 

He located the switchman’s boarding house without: diffi- 
culty. White had departed from there Apri] 6, as near as 
the proprietress could remember. He declared he was sick 
and was going to the home of relatives in the country to 
recuperate. He owed a small board bill. The saloons where 
White had been in the habit of spending leisure hours were 
visited by the detective. No further trace of the switchman 
was found. at semed reasonable to suppose that he had left 
the city. 

The detective returned to his office to make the comparison 
of the handwriting. 

While en route to his office the detective’s mind was ful] 
of misgivings as to the outcome of the comparison. There 
was s0 little opportunity for the display of chirographic 
characteristics ip the signature that he despaired of detecting 
any similarity between it and the Jim Cummings letter. He 
repeated the contents of the letter over and over in an 
endeavor to find some indication of the calling of the writer 
through the phraseology employed. Nothing came to him 
from these endeavors save the boast: “You are al) farmers. 
I got the stuff and we got away with it. You don’t know 
white from black. I will tell you who I am. 
Cummings. Aie and five partners held up that train at 
Forest Lawn.” 

The detective had repeated the contents of the letter men- 
tally a score of times and was entering on another repetition 
as he entered the elevator in the building where his office was 
situated. He did not finish the mental reading, but made 
an ejaculation which moved the elevator conductor to an ob- 
servation on the weather. The detective assented that there 
might be rain before night; and, the car having reached his 
floor, he stepped out. 

The detective had interrupted his repetition of the letter 
after progressing this far: “You are all farmers. I got the 
stuff cud we got away with it. You don’t know white’—— 

He went into bis office with the air of a man having a 
clearly defined plan of immediate action, He took the tracing 
of White's signature, Which was on yellow tissue paper, out 
of his pocket, and cut away the selvage, leaving the scrap 
just the size of the single word on it. He pasted the tissue 
paper on a piece of white letter paper to bring out the 
pencil tracing clearer by giving it a strongly contrasted 
background. He cut the background to conform to the tissue 
paper. 

The detective unlocked a tin box that reposed in a large 
iron safe and took therefrom the Jim) Cummings letter. 

The sheet of paper was clean and the writing was plain: He 
spread the letter out on the top of his desk and tacked it down 
with pins at the corners. 

This done, he placed the tracing over the last word in the 
fourth line of the body of the letter. 

If the reader will execute these maneuvers with the fac- 
simile presented with this story ,the pleasing result achieved 
by the detective will be apparent at once. 

The signature of White, the switchman, was identical with 
the word “white” in the letter written by a man who was 
proven to be one of the robbers by the knowledge of the 
stolen money packages. 

The two samples of handwriting were the same in every 
respect. In fact, the two words were so exactly alike that 
but for one fact in the wonderful similarity the suspicion of 
one being @ counterfeit of the other would have been tenable. 
This fact was an indication of the force of habit so strong 
that ingenuity cannot counterfeit it. It was the error in 

The switchman, little accustomed to letter 
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writing, when he came to the word “white” in the Jim Cum- 


~ mings letter, was impelled to capitalize it by the unconscious 


habit of writing his own name White with a capital. 

The identity of one of the robbers being proven, the next 
work for the detective was to locate him. It is an axiom 
of the business that a guilty member of a criminal gang 
will yield evidence against his accomplices when confronted 
with evidence of his own guilt of a kind that will appeal to 
his order of intelligence, This axiom was not exemplified in 
the case of the switchman, but it was on account of its im- 
proper application by one of the detective’s clients. But that 
will be explained. 

To capture White was the business in han& The detective 
took the train for Ogden, Il, within an hour after comparing 
the writing. He arrived there between midnight and morning 
and Iqarned frum the night telegraph operator in a casual 
convergation about railroad men that Johnnie White, who had 
been gway from home a number of years, had recently re- 
turned and was staying with his parents on the farm about 
one mile from town. 

The detective’s plan was to decoy White to St. Louls and 
there frighten him into confessing and exposing the men who 
were with him in the robbery. To carry out this plan the 
detective proposed to assume the role of railroad man and 
form White's acquaintance. He was well qualified to play 
the part, because of intimate knowledge of the railroad busi- 
ness and the slang of those who follow it, which he gained in 
years cf work securing evidence against dishonest conductors. 

Next morning he sallied forth and brought up about 10 
o’clock at the only saloon in town. He took a drink and sat 
down at a table to read a Chicago morning paper. He perused 
the paper for au hour or more, taking care to see every man 
who entered the saloon. Finally a man came in whom the 
detective did nut see until he had walked to the bar. There 
was no mirror back of the bar and the detective could not 
see the man’s face. The height of the stranger corresponded 
with that of White. The detective put down his paper, 
yawned and sauntered to the bar. The stranger turned at 
the approach of the detective and disclosed to the latter the 
features of White, the switchman. 

The two men were about six feet apart. The detective 
yawned again, rubbed his eyes In feigned sleepiness and in- 
quired petulantly of the bartender: 

“What time is 36 due here?” (No. 36 was the regular day- 
light paesenger train southbound from Chicagv.) 

White anticipated the bartender and replied: 

“Three-ten if she’s on time.” 

The cigars were served, the detective and White lighted 
theirs and the bartender said he would smoke his Sunday. 

White and the detective sauntered away from the bar, and 
when the latter stopped outside and leaned against the door 
jam, White mechanically paused and leaned also. 

“I’m sorry I can’t come back at you,” he said, apologeti- 
cally. ‘You see, I’ve been off the road a month now and I’m 
shy on coin.” 

“Oh, that’s all right,” replied the detective. “I happen to 
have a good bundle. I ain’t working just now myself, but I 
saved some when I had the job.” 

The detective emphasized “saved” and smiled sneeringly 
with the emphasis. White's face took on a knowing look and 
he smiled in reply. The detective continued: “I was breaking 
on the Q. out cf Chi and got fired because a piece of good 
freight was found in my boarding house.” Again the de- 
tectivea smiled and sneered and again White smiled know- 
ingly. | 

“But there were a lot of goa! pleces that were not found,” 
said the detective, and both men laughed. They understood 
each other ani were good friends. The expenditure of a 
little more of the detective’s money at the bar cemented the 
friendship and they became confidential. 

The detective said he was en route to St. Louls, 

The detective held to his original plan of trying to decoy 
White to the office at St. Lou's. He suggested that White 
run down to St. Louis and have a “time” with him, White 
demurred and referred to the intimation that he was persona 
non grata in St. Louis. The detective said, ‘Well, of course, 
if it is against the law for you to go down there, why, all 
right. I would like to have you come along, though, be- 
cause jou know the town and I think we are the same kind of

The detective was 
apparently drunk and White was certainly so, The detective 
had ceased drinking some time before the departure on the 
plea that his stomach was out of order, while White had 
taken every drink offered him, 

When the train reached Union Station at St. Louis White 
Was stupefied and was quite content to resign his role of 
guide in the large city to his new-found friend, the alleged 
stranger to St. Louls. The detective bundled White into a 
cab. It was past midnight. The cab was driven to the 
building where the detective’s headquarters were. White was 
asleep) when they arrived. He awoke and asked where they 
were going. The detective said they would stay at the hotel 
for t night. With the assistance of the cab driver and 
two Wrother detectives who were there by telegraph ap- 
pointment, White was got upstairs and into the office. They 
put hira on a couch. There he snored and slept all night. The 
two assistants stood guard over him, and the doctor turned 
in in another room. When White returned to consciousness 
next morning, which was not until 8 o’clock, the doctor, two 
assistants and Mr. Wells, General Manager of the road that 
was robbed, were present, 

“White, you are in the hands of the police,” sald the doc- 
tor, ‘aud we want to make it a bit easier for you by allow- 
ing you to tell who helped you rob that train down at For- 
est Lawn on the night of April 2, and when you got away with 
s0me dummy money packages.” 

White's whisky-shaken nerves seemed to go to pieces com- 
pletely. His jaw dropped. The lids quivered over his bleary 
rae The fingers trembled on the hand that rubbed hig aching 

ead. | 

White stammered that he was innocent and said he could 
prove it if they would only give him time to think. But 
they would not, and Mr. Wells, who was really in charge of the 
pumping process, took White in hand. 

It should be understood that this plan had been arranged 
before the detective went to Ogden. 

A sheet of note paper exactly like that on which the Jim 
Cumniings letter was written, was placed before White.

The corn 
husks have been turned by careful work 
into exact imitations of tmported straws, 
and the corn husk trimmings and flowers 
are ready in great quantities. 


Last year Mrs. McKinley was given a 
beautiful evening bonnet made of cream- 
colored busks, and this year she wil] be re- 
membered again Queen Victoria wil!) also 
be among those honored with bonnets. She 
is to have one dyed in a rich shade of pur- 
ple and made in the shape known as the 
Marte Stuart.

| They have printed a book on the intelli- 
| gent 


insect, and here are some of the 
Stories they tell: 


Some wasps will catch epiders, using 
them as food for their progeny, leave 
their prey on the ground or hide it under 
& lump of earth until ready for use, or 
hang them on a forked branch of bean 
and sorrei plants, that they may be out 
of the way of ants while che nest !s dug. 
Or a queen of some colony of social wasps 
Will occasionally occupy a comb of the 
previous year instead of building a new one 
for herself. 

‘Wasps, according to their mode of living, 
may be divided in two groups, social and 
solitary. In the case of the latter each 
female makes a separate nest and pro- 
visions her offspring by her own labor. 
The eggs are generally deposited tn the 
bodies of spiders, maggots, etc., caught by 
the mother and stunned by one or more 
stings, so as to be not wholly dead until 
the young wasp-child has emerged from 
the egg and has fed upon them to its 
heart’s content.

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ISHOP JOHN JANSSEN of Belleville 

B has been defeated by the parishion- 

ers of St. Patrick’s Church, in East 
St. Louls. For some months they have 
been in defiant revolt against the authority 
of the Bishop. It is the only rebellion of 
the kind which has ever taken place in 
this country. No revolt of its magnitude 
has ever occurred in the history of the 
Catholic Church of the world. Fifty thou- 
sand dollars has been spent by the parish 
in carrying on the fight against ecclesias- 
tical authority. 

Within a few days, certainly within a 
week, peace wll] have been declared be- 
tween Bishop Janssen and the parishioners, 

There seems no reason to doubt that the 
issue of the struggle will be victory for 
the parishioners and defeat for Bishop 
Janssen, lt will be a most remarkable 
ending of a most remarkable struggle. 

The parishioners revolted openly and de- 
flantly against ecclesiastical authority. 
Their demand for a priest of their own na- 
tionality might have been complied with, 
but ecclesiastical authority was at stake. It 
was believed by all except the more san- 
guine of the parishioners that, after the 
fight had passed the stage where concilia- 


oe ae 
tion seemed possible, all the powers of the 
church would be brought to the support of 
the Bishop to avert the impairment of ec- 
clesiastical authority, which would be in- 
volved in a victory for the parishioners. 
Unbiased persons did not consider that it 
was possible for the parishioners to win, 
because of the blow their victory would be 
to authority. 


But they have apparently won. Vicar- 
General Cluse, whose appointment precipi- 
tated the trouble, has resigned. Bishop 
Janssen has referred the resignation and 
the settlement of the whole controversy to 
Mer. Martinelli, the Papal Delegate. Father 
Harkins, an Irish priest, has been placed 
in charge of the church property_as admin- 
istrator. 

There is nothing in these facts to assure 
a decision favorable to the parishioners, but 
they believe, and many others believe, that 
these steps have been directed by Mer. 
Martinelli and that the reference of the 
whole matter to him is simply to temper 
the winds of defeat to the Bishop. 

The major contention of the parishioners 
has been that they had an inalienable right 
to a priest of their own nationality. They 
did not base it on ecclesiastical law, or 
even church usage, but urged it as an in- 
herent right, which nothing could abro- 
gate. They believe that when an Irish 
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priest is placed over St. Patrick’s Church 
the church will have given its sanction to 
that right. 

The parishioners say that they at no 
time contended that it was their right to 
have a voice in the selection of the !ndi- 
vidual who should be their priest. They 
claimed and asserted the right of petition 
for the appointment of the priest of their 
choice, but the petition for the appointment 
of Father Downey was in the nature of a 
respectful request, while the petition for the 
appointment of an Irish priest was an im- 
perative demand. 

It has been said that the parishioners 
were making a fight for the recognition of 
the American principle that ‘‘the just pow- 
ers” of the church are derived “from the 
consent of the governed.”’ They deny this. 
They say that except ‘in relation to the na- 
tionality of théir priests they do not wish 
to assert that they have a right to govern 
instead of be governed. 

That they have not forgotten how to 
obey during their period of disobedience is 
shown by their ready and almost eager 
subjection of themselves to Father Harkins, 
the administrator. It seems to be a great 
relief to them to again be under priestly 
authority. Even now, so soon on the heels 
of their bitter rebellion, their temper is en- 
tirely conciliatory. There is no unseemly 
exultation. All their fierce contentiousness 
has seemingly faded away. ‘They speak 
again in soft accents; No more impreca- 


tions are heard. The denunciations of their 


Bishop, which sounded so strange coming 
from Catholic lips, are heard no more. 

The open warfare in the parish has been 
in progress a little more than four months. 
It smoldered for some time, but it was not 
given form and expression until May 6. In 
January Father O’Hailloran had died, after 
an illness extending over two years, during 
which period the affairs of the parish had 
been in the hands of Father James Downey, 
who was Father O’Halloran’s assistant. 
There is dispute as to how well he ad- 
ministered the trust imposed upon him by 
the sickness of Father O'Halloran. The 
people of the parish say he demonstrated 
his capacity by the wisest of management. 
Those who speak for the Bishop say that 
he did not manage the affairs of the parish 
with ability and did not exercise the stern 
authority which Father O'Halloran had 
fownd it necessary to exercise. However 
that may ‘be, the people wanted him as 
Father O’Halloran’s succeSsor. They waited 
a decent time after Father O'Halloran had 
been put away and then they petitioned 
Bishop Janssen to appoint him as their 
priest. They sent more than one petition 
and more than one delegation to Belleville 
and came near exhausting the patience of 
the placid little man. To the last delega- 
tion which went up there to bespeak the ap- 
pointment of Father Downey, he said, with 
just a suggestion of tIrritation: “If you 
want me to appoint Father Downey, don’t 
send any more petitions or delegations to 
me.”’ 


It is not entirely clear why they should 
have done so, but they construed these 
words as assurance that Father Downey 
would be appointed. But on the 24 of May 
Bishop Janssen announced that he had ap- 
pointed Vicar-General Cluse of German- 
town to be rector of St. Patrick’s parish. 


The people would have murmufted if an- 
other Irish priest than Father Downey had 
been appointed, but they would have sub- 
mitted. The appointment of a German 
priest over them had not been » aergg: $3 
as a possibility, except perhaps By a few. 
It was unbearable. There was ino senti- 
ment except one of revolt. During three 
days the sentiment grew as the people met 
and talked about the appointment. On the 
evening of the third day a meeting was 
held at the Academy of Mus'‘c and the re- 
volt took form. at. 


A committee was appointed to appeal the 
case to Mgr. Martinelli and a remonstrance 
was sent to the bishop. 


Vicar-General Cluse gave up his Irre- 
movable rectorship at Germontown and re- 
ported at Belleville. He did not gp to East 
St. Louis and for sévera] days his where- 
abouts were a mystery. The people of St. 
Patrick's parish were waiting for|him and 
if he had come they would have laid aside 
their habitual reverence for the lesthood 
and shown him unmistakably that he was 
not wanted as the rector of St. Patrick's 
Church. He stopped in Belleville until the 
excitement had in a measure subsided and 


then he went to East St. Louis and took up 
his residence in St. Mary’s Hospital. The 
nearest he came to even getting on the 
premises of St. Patrick’s Church was when 
he went over one day to see the Sisters at 
Loretto Academy. The guards who had 
been employed thought that was getting @ 
little too near to St. Patrick’s Church and 
they none too gently put him off the prem- 
ises, with a warning not to return. 

For four months guards were kept con- 
tinuously at the church, day and night. 
The number varied from eight or 10 to W. 
These guards and all the other expenses 
of carrying on the fight were paid from 
funds contributed by the parishioners for 
the purpose. A member of the Executive 
Committee said the other day that he did 
not doubt that the fight had cost the par- 
ishioners at least $50,000. 

On July 3# Bishop Janssen caused to be 
read in all the churches of the diocese a 
letter giving warning that all who con-

MRS. ADELSOHN, BORN A CATHOLIC 


BECAME A JEWESS FOR LOVE'S SAKE. 


RS. LOUIS J. ADELSOHN of %5 
M West Twenty-sixth street, Chicago, 
became a Jewess and a full member 
of the Jewish Church to ease her husband’s 
conscience. She was a Miss Cappell, born 
a Catholic. Her husband is a Jew. They 
have been married three years. Their un- 
lon was not recognized by the Jew’sh 
Church, and Mr. Adelsohn dared not tell 
his mother of his marriage, for she was 
strictly orthodox. For three years the mat- 
ter was on his conscience, but he carried 
his burden in secret until recently, when 
he became sick and delirious. Mrs. Adel- 
sohn at once determined to straighten out 
matters.. Only two ways were possible. 
Either she must become a Jewess or her 
husband a Gentile. She decided to join the 
Jewish Church. She applied to Rabbi Ja- 
cobson, and after a period of preparation 
was admitted to full communion. Before 
this was done, however, the minister called 
the husband and wife before him, and they 
were married according to the rites of the 
Jewish Church. The rabbi then handed 
Mrs. Adelsohn the following certificate:

===BOSNIA. 


A Land of Romance, of High Sound- 
ing Phrases and of Strange 


Traditions. 


RADITION in Bosnia is a great pack- 
horse on which generation after gen- 
eration loads its history of sorrow 

and joy. These people were once Turkish 
serfs; they are now Austrian freemen. 
Their language is refined and beautiful in 
poetic intensity. The young peasant lass’e 
greets her lover, singing somewhat in this 
strain: 

“Thou, my lion, from the dense forests; 
thou, my wolf, my wild wolf, from. the 
mountains; thou, my prince’s son from 
God's heaven.”’ 

Speaking to his mother, the swain says: 

“Dear old mother, In my white breast 
are thou the red heart.” 

His beloved he addresses: 

“Thou, my soul; thou sunshine for my 
thought; thou, my strength, spiendor of 
Stars in the night!” 

The folk lore is imbued with the same 
tender tone, the same quiet, happy smile 
that marks the people as they gather 
around the fireplace on winter evenings, 
when the Bosnian Alps rear their snowy 
heads high over the still land. 

In Bosnia pacts of friendship are made 
which not even death can break. Friend- 
sh'ps of this kind are common to the Slav 
races. Friends gash their arms and drink 
a few drops of each others’ blood as it 
flows from the wounds. They agree to al- 
ways stand by and help each other, even 
if they must sacrifice their lives to keep 
the pact. Whenever such a friendship is 
conc.uded between a man and a woman, 
which sometimes happens, they are at the 
same time prevented from marrying. The 
ceremony, which is always attended by a 
priest, is called probratime, the uniting 
friends, probratimo. A ceremony between 
women is very uncommon, and is termed 
posestrima. The Christian Bosnian wom- 
en are free to choose their probratimo, 
| but the Turkish women, who are forbidden 
‘the s'ght of strange men, are only ap- 
proached by probratimo in their dreams. 
Great importance is attached to such 
dreams. and usually the husband invites 
the friend who has shown himself to his 
wife as probratimo to his house in order 
that he may communicate with her. 

The Bosnian transform all evils, all hunt- 
ing or destructive irfluences, into some sort 
of personality. No evil has a real mean- 
ing to him until he has person‘fied it in 
some shape. Thus the nightmare is per- 
sonified by a woman draped in back who 
rides about on her steed in.the night, in- 
tent on strangling people. To ward her off

Houses.in which a “saint's 
amp” is burning are never infested by 
“Black Mora.” 
The be:ief in witches, vampires and the 
“evil eye’ is as justly noted to-day in 
| Bosnia as in the medieval times. Scarcely

alive because she was suspected of witch- 
ery. All good Russians cover the fore- 
head, for on the forehead is an invis:bie 
mark easily detected by any witch who 
knows her business. Through this mark 
she will dispatch some kind of sickness or 
pain into your system. 

While the fear of the evil eye is common 


in Turkey, Russia and among the Balkan 
mountains, it reaches its highest climax in 
Bosnia. If you are so unfortunate as to

ment, ecratch its face with your nails. If 
you refuse to do this the child will surely 
sicken and die.

There® js 
an old story floating about here concerning 
the Bosnian national hero, Kralevitch 
Marko, who was compelled to serve the 
Turks because his shadow had been taken 
away from him by the offended vita. 
Now, a8 a matter of fact, Marko was a 
traitor, but the Bosnian mind ingeniously 
invented this little story to save the “honor 
of the country.” 

It often happene that a vita gets tangled 
by the hair in the branches of a tree, and 
it is eald that whoever releases her she 
will always protect against all kinds of 
evil. The fairy becomes the posestrima of 
her rescuer. A fair vita fell in love with 
a young ivnak, or hero. His sister went out 
or the woods to euaren for om, She 
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every true Bosnian repeats the following 
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The tvnak responded: 

“I would I were home, my soul, dota vite 
is preventing my going. She ia a good and 
beautiful fairy. But if I put the saddle on 
my horse she takes it off again, and tf £ 
seize my musket she takes it away from 
me and hangs it on the top of a tree. She 
implores me to stay, say!ng: ‘So fond away, 
my handsome lion. The way ts long, the 
Prairie is erdless, the water is deep and 
troub‘ous; remain with me, I beg.’ ” 

In the matter of marriage ceremony Bos- 
nen customs are very elaborate. When 
the bridal party n-oves up to the houge of 
the bridegroom the man’ asks the 
bride to dismount ‘from her horse, where- 
upon he‘leads the horse three times round 
the house from east to west, to symbolize 
the happinese of the young couple, which 
shou:d be like the brilliant course of the 
sun in ascendancy. he bride now kneels 
before the Kissing the threshold, 
while the women of the house offer her @ 
bow! filled with new-mown grain.

Not Explain the 


Handcuff Trick. 
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OW DODDS Houdini escape from locked 
H handcuffs? While he was at the 
Suburban Garden theories of various 

kinds were advanced. 

“Tt is the sarne here as elsewhere,” said 
Houdini, when he heard of some of the 
theories. ‘‘People do not like to admit that 
there ts anything they do not understand 
They want to explain, and when they can't 
explain logically they make the best guess 
they can and let it go at that It’s the old 
story of people believing the world to be 
fiat and the moon to be made of green 
Cheese. So jong as they had no more 
plausible theory it had to stand. 

“No one has explained how I release my- 
self from handcuffs, or ropes. I don’t think 
any one wil) learn how I get out of,!rons. 
I hope not at any rate; it is my way of 
making a living My wife knows, but I am 
not afraid of her betraying the secret.” 

While Houdini guards the secret of how 
he releases himself from tron manacles he 
does not care who knows how he and other 
performers of his {lk escape from ropes and 
cords. 

“There ts nothing wonderful about that,” 
said Houdini. “All you have to do is to 
free one hand and the rest is easy. How 
4o you free the first hand? Why, simply 
enough if you know how. Take advantage 
of the slack in the rope.”’ 

“Suppose there isn’t any slack?” 

‘*There is always slack,” sald the wizard, 
with a superior smile. “No man can ti¢a 
rope 60 that there is not a slack place in 
ft. The longer the rope is the more slack 
there is bound to be When you 
are being tied sit a lIittle out from 
the chair; then when you. shrink 
back you have that much slack to 
work on. Another way of providing for 
Slack is to expand your muscles at tho 
point you are being bound. For Instance, 
when the roves are being wound around 
your chest resist them with all the force of 
your lungs. The cords may 6eem to cut 
into your flesh yet still not be really tight 
after you expe! the air from your lungs. 
When the legs are being bound extend the 
muscies. Don't shrink from the cord, go out 
to meet it. In that way you get the Ape 
pearance of being tightly bound/and all the 
while you have the desired slack. 

“After getting in the cabinet you wriggle 
yourself so as to gather all the available 
slack in the rope at one point—the point 


where your right hand ts. Then you work 
that hand loose, and the rest {s easy. You 
simply proceed to loosen the bonds and 
wriggle out of them. Of course it takes 
a vast amount of practice to do the trick 
fast enough to make it effective, but {it is 
very simple when you know how.” 

Simple as Houdini affects to regard the 
feat of untieing bimself it is doubtful tf 
any but a person of immense muscular 
Strength could accomplish it. Houdini is 
such a person. In some respects his mus- 
éular development is almost, if not quite 
equal to that of Sandow. He Its much slight- 
er in frame and smaller in bone, but he is 
m compact mass of sinews. Constant piac- 
tice at card tricks and other exercises that 
bring the muscles of the forearm into play 
has developed his forearm until It is many 
times stronger than the forearm of the 
average man. 

The measurements of his hand, wrist, ané 
forearm demonstrate this, and incidentally 
dispose of one theory as to how he gets rid 
of handcuffs. His wrist is 7 1-4 Inches in 
circumference; his forearm is 111-4; hand 
over thumb, 101-8; fist doubled, 11 1-2. 
These measurements prove conclusively tnat 
it is not possible for Houdini to slip the 
cuffs over his hands. This proof was not 
needed, however, for the fact that the cuffs 
are interlocked when he returns them to the 
person who places them on him shows that 
he has unlocked them. 


As the forearm of the average man Is 
only about two inches larger than his wrist 
it wlll readily be seen that Houdini’s mus- 
cular development Is prodigious. 

The exact measurements of Sandow’s arm 
are not obtainable but persons who have 
éxamined both him and Houdini! state that 
the development of the handcuff wizard Is 
proportionately larger than that of the 
strong man 

Of course Houdini !s not developed all 
over as Sandow !s, and he is by no means 
so strong a man, but he can probably per- 
form feats with his fingers that would puz- 
zie Sandow to duplicate. There is no doubt 
that his great strength has something to do 
with Houdini’s ability to do the wonders 
that he does, but there is something elise. 
What that something is no one has founa 


ut. 


A rival wizard tn San Francisco recently 
essayed to explain how Houdini released 
himself from handcuffs. He said Houdini! 


used his own irons and secreted the key in 
his mouth. This explanation doesn’t ex- 
plain. Houdini was manacled in St. Louls 
by police officers who used various styles of 
cuffs. It was manifestly impossible for 
Houdini to have keys that would iit them 
all. Yet he unlocked them. 

“It is only a trick,’’ said Houdini. ‘‘Any- 
body can do it who knows how; that is 
why I don’t tell how. I have been doing the 
trick about 14 years. I have been a perform. 
er nearly all my life. I make good money 
and hope to be able to -retire in a few 
years. I have made a study of locks and 
probably know more about them than any 
man living. I have given exhibitions be- 
fore the noted detectives of America and 
Europe, and have never seen a pair of 
handcuffs I could not open. Chief Byrnes 
of New York was so impressed by my work 
that he made me a present of a pair of 
g0ld mounted handcuffs. I have never been 
arrested in my-life. With my skil) in manip- 
ulating cardsI have no doubt that I could, 
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if I were so disposed, make a great deal of 
money as a gambler, but as a matter of 
fact I never play for anything but fun, and 
as I always play fair I almost invarlabiy 
lose. It would be rather embarrassing for 
me to win, you know, for I might be sus- 
pected of ‘running up’ a hand. I can do all 
the things that professional gamblers do 
and do them better than they do them. No 
one can detect me if I wish to manipulate 
the cards.’’ 

Houdini then proceeded to prove the truth 
of his assertion by taking a deck of cards 
and dealing any soft of hand that was 
called for apparently off of the top of the 
He admitted, however, that in every 
case he shifted the cut so that the cards 
were really run off of what the beholder 
supposed to be the middle of the deck.

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Ingenious Kitchen Devised by a Bright Woman. 


WINDOW kitchen ts the Invention of 

A an ingenious woman who was com- 
pelled to do light housekeeping in 

one room in which there were no modern 
improvements. After struggling for some 
months with a small table and a gas stove 
she discovered that no matter how much 
care was exercised, light housekeeping 
would leave heavy odors. They were al- 
ways there to tell the tale after meals had 
been cleared, and the gas stove, pots and 
pans had been carefully hidden away. But 
she finally hit upon a plan that makes light 
housekeeping odorless, easy and practical, 
even if the keeper has only one small room. 


She had a lIittle box kitchen built out- 
side of the lower part of her window 
In this there were two shelves, the lower 
for a £48 stove and the upper for a var!i- 
ety of culinary utensils. The window 
kitchen is a miniature extension, and can 
be made out of a strong pine packing box 
and attached outside of almost any ordl- 
bary window. It must be firmly screwed to 
the woodwork on either side, and the top 
siinted and covered with tar paper. A row 
of holes about an inch In diameter should 
be bored through each partition of the min- 
jeture kitehben, to assure good ventilation 
aial to warry Out Qhe steam and odors that 
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come from cooking. A hole must also be 
bored in the lower sash of the window, 
large enough for a gas tube to pass 
through, and be connected with the nearest 
gas jet.’ This allows the window to be 
raised without interfering with the tube. 


In warm weather the upper shelf. of the 
window kitchen can be used « 
cle for fvuod to complete the kitchen ar- 
rangements. Inside the room the inventor 
had a window seat built and upholstered. 
The upholstery and hangings could be re- 
moved while the meal was being prepared 
and the seat used as a table, while the 
drawers and compartments and cupboards 
bullt underneath served as a receptacle for 
dishes and table linen. She hung a neat 
little pair of curtains from the middle sash 
of the window, which could be moved back 
and forth when the stove was in operation.

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SUGAR IS AS OLD AS HUMANITY. 


used by them as early as 1200 B. C. 

This statement rests on tradition part- 
ly, but it is a historical fact that during 
the Tsin dynasty, about 200 years B. C., the 
article was well known, and was manufac- 
tured in relatively considerable quantities 
in China, Students of ancient Hindoo his- 
tory and Industries claim the discovery for 
the East Indians; but it ls much more prob- 
able that in this, as in many other inven- 
tions ascribed to the Hindoos and the Jap- 
anese, the knowledge came to them from 
China originally, and was subsequently re- 
turned to China, where, in the meantime, 
the art had been lost, or forgotten. 

The claim of the honor for the Hindoos 
rests on the fact that the expedition under 
Nearchus, sent out by Alexander the Great, 
about 33 B. C., to explore the Indus and 
the adjacent regions, On its return to Ureece, 
reported that they had found people who, 
from a cane, and without the Intervention 
of bees, made a honey (syrup, or molasses7). 
This is the earilest historical mention of 
sugar among the “people of the West.” It 
appears to have been utterly unknown to 
the Bgyptians, Babylonians, Chaideans, 
Jowa, and the Greeks, prior to the event 


S vest was known to the Chinese and 


mentioned above. Galen, the physician and 
pharmacologist, who flourished and wrote 
140-190 B. C., prescribed sugar as a remedy 
in certain cases. 

In England sugar seems to have remained 
almost unknown, except to the learned, un- 
til after the discovery of America. It was 
s0 costly a juxury, that In 1456 It Is of record 
that a lady, the wife of a very rich gentie- 
man, besought her husband, as the richest 
gift that he could bring her, on his home- 
coming from the metropolis, to fetch her @ 
pound of sugar. ven at the beginning of 
the eighteenth century, Great Britain con- 
sumed but about 12,000,000 pounds of sugar. 
To-day England alone uses more than @ 
hundred times that amount. 

The method of purifying or refining sugar 
was introduced into England In 1638, though 
the art had been known in Constantinople 
for several hundred years, it having been 
discovered, or invented, by the Arabs, who 
kept it a close secret, which was finally 
learned By those ubiquitous wanderers and 
traders, the Venetians, who, it js said, 
learned it of the Sicilian Saracens, in ex- 
change for coods the market value of which 
exceeded 100,000 crowns—which, considering 
the value of money at the period, would 
be equivalent to 95,000,000 now. 
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The New Type of Dynam’te Gun and Its Projectile. 


‘OTING onthe urgent requests of 
Gen. Otis, the War Department has 
undertaken to supply the army in the 

Philippines with an artillery outfit more 
complete thar any ever possessed by troops 
operating In the Orient: 

The artillery to be furnished will be of a 
special character, consisting of light brush 
and mountain guns, machine guns, pigmy 
mortars and field dynamite guns. Bush, 
mountain and machine guns are properly 
artillery weapons, and as such come under 
the care and handling of artillery detach- 
ments. The bush and mountain guns are, 
as their names indicate, special] pleces de- 
signed for use in rough, mountainous coun- 
try, or over ground covered with a heavy 
tropical growth. 

Thirty pigmy mortars designed for sevice 
in the Philippines are now nearing come 
pletion at the Watervilet Arsenal. These 
mortars weigh about 110 pounds each and 
are intended to be carried in an ordinary 
wagon, One wagon carrying if need be six 
mortars, The.carriage consists of a stout 
oak plank, to which the guh {ts secured. 
The total length of the plece does not ex- 
ceed elghteen inches. It is. proposed to 
use these little mortkrs In the ees 
when our lines are in close proximity to 
the enemy's position. The mortars will be 
dragged along the bottom of the trenches, 
and from points of vantage will tose 3.6- 
inch shells, weighing about sixteen pounds, 
over Into the enemy's ditch. These pro- 
jectiles are capable of delivering shrapnel 
fire—in other words, the shell containing 


nearly 1530 small balls is butst in| the air 
over the heads of the enemy by means of 


a time fuse, and the small. balls are pro- 


fected downward and onward The effort 
is very much akin to that 6f3150 sharp- 
shooters suddenly opening firé from a pos!- 
tion In the air directly on ‘one’s head. 
With the exception of the mortars and 
the field dynamite guns all] of the new ar- 
tillery equipment will be purchased in 
Europe. It is a curious enough fact that 
in light artillery development the United 
States is far in the rear of most foreign 
powers, The naval guns of .the United 
States, as well as the mew sea coast 
cannon, are the é@quais and itn many in- 
stances the superiors of similar type of 


weapons abroad, but in fleld artillery we do 
not as yet possess even a rapid-fire weapon. 
Steps are now being taken to evolve a 
rapid-fire fleld gun for the American army, 
but so far the experimental stage has not 
been passed. 

While. gunmakers in the United States 
have busied themselves with manufactur- 
ing sporting weapons, -and to some ex- 
tent military pleces of the machine gun 
type, no attention until comparatively re- 
cently has been paid to artillery. The fact 
is there has been no demand in the United 
States for special artillery detachments, 
and since the civil war there has been 
no particular demand for fleld guns in 
America. With European countries having 
possessions In Africa and the far east, the 
case has.been different. The ordinary field 
xun of Europe was too heavy to permit 
of use in rough country and thickly wood-

gunmakers have been turning out specially 
designed weapons for African, Indian and 
Oriental service, until the perfection :in 
such pieces Is found to-day in the great 
gun sheds of the Krupps of Germany; the 
Elswick establishment in England, as also 
the. Vickes & Sons and Maxim, of Eng- 
land; Schneider et Cie. of France and oth- 
ers. 

During the past week two artillery offi- 
cers of the United States Army have been 
directed to make Inspection at the Els- 
wick plant in England and at the Krupps’ 
for the purpose of purchasing a lot of bush 
and machine guns. The weapons will be 
shipped out to Manila direct from the man- 
ufacturers, going via Suez. 

It is estimated that fully 40 artillery 
pieces of the mountain and bush types will 
be shipped to Manila from England and 
Germany. The Krupp mountain gun was 
used most effectively in the Chilian war of 
1890, and at the battle of Placilla its shrap- 
ne] fire was wonderfully efficient.

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RUBBER SHOES 


WERE FIRST..MADE 


IN 1833, ~ 


NDIA rubber shoes were first manu- 
factured in Roxbury, Mass in 1833, and 
verily they were ‘fearfully and won- 
derfully made.”” They really bore no re- 
sembiance whatever to a shoe. They had 
the appearance of having been run tnio 
molds, or blown, the same as glass bottles 
are made. They were made of pure rubber 
gum. No attempt was made to imitate 
the shape of the shoe or foot they were in- 
tended to cover. in shape they. were hol- 
low tubes, tapering toward the toe. At the 
place where the opening to pull the over 
the shoe should be was an irregular. .ho.e, 
without shape, Just as they came from the 
mold. The hole was enlarged witha sharp 
pair of shears to fit the-Instep; or cut ign 
Or low to suit the taste or caprice of the 
customer. The work was done by the sales- 
man after the buyer has selecied, accord- 
ing to his requirements, heavy .or -iignt, 
thick or thin. Men’s sizes were very heavy, 
the soles being frequently from one-fourth 
to a half-.nch in thickness. They . were 
tied in pairs and stuffed with straw. or 
hay to keep them in shape for shipment. 
A lady’s foot, Incased in such huge -il- 
shaped mass of india rubber gun, weighing 
at least a pound, presented a clumsy ap- 
pearance, indeed, particularly when com- 
pared with the lght and truly artistic ap- 
pearance of the present styles. — 

The first attempt at making overshoes of 
india rubber did not prove a success, @ 
large amount of capital being sunk in the 
experiment, as well as al] the unsold stock, 
They answered the purpose in cold weather, 
but would not stand the beat, melting into 
a disgusting mass. 

Experiments to remedy this difficulty re- 
sulted in reaching the opposite extreme, the 
cold weather freezing them brittie, so they 
could not be drawn over the shoe until they 
were thoroughiy warmed, and this obstacle 
to success was not overcome until Charles 
Goodyear discovered his process of vulcan- 
izing rubber, which has rendered his name 
immortal. 

Rapidly following this era of iImprove- 
ments, the India rubber shoe began to as- 
sumé beauty of proportions and practical 
utility. They were lasted, and the shoe 
merchant threw aside his shoes. One par-

HE latest life-saving invention is a 
} breathing apparatus invented by 
| Prof. Jullus Wolff. of Gros-Gerau, 
near Darmstadt, Germany. It consists of 
a silver (or celluloid) nose-piece which fits 
easily over the nostrils and is held in place 
by an elastic band passing over the head, 
and a cylinder or parchment paper, six 
feet long with an. alr-filter at its outer 
end. This end is put through a hole in 
the window and the wearer of the appa- 
ratus can inhale nothing but the purest 
alr, if he keeps his mouth closed. When 
he exhales air certain flanges in the nasal 
attachment close and the foul alr is dis- 
charged into the room from which It passes 
off by the door or ventilators in the roof. 
The, entire apparatus weighs but 39 
grammes when made of silver, and less 
if made of celluloid.
